PC no objection (1) No 20 St John’s Way, Hempton 
— conservatory. (2) No 4, The Beeches, Deddington 
— convert existing garage to bedroom/library and 
erect new garage/utility/shower room. (3) St 
Anne’s, Clifton — timber summerhouse in grounds 
PC _ objection (4) Garage/store at Hudson Court, 
Deddington — extend office over garage: obtrusive 
to neighbours; no additional parking; proposal at 
variance with original permissions.

WASTE MANAGEMENT 
Clir Cosgrove reported on the Waste Management 
Conference at which he represented PC. New 
targets: recycie/compost at least 33% of household 
waste by 2015; reduce amount of waste landfill by 
65% by 2020 (compared with 1995). He 
summarised 10 key policy points, ranging from 
resource management to working together. Clirs to 
send views individually to OCC and also complain 
about short consultation period. Cllr Newey will join 
PC’s Environment & Highways Working Group to 
pursue this important area of policy. 


POLICE PARTNERSHIP 
By invitation, Sgt Nick Garrett and PC Bob 
Donohue addressed the meeting. They outlined 
changes, since the Crime & Disorder Act, in the 

‘who does what’ of preventing and combatting 

crime. Working with our Communities involves 

statutory partners and others — Probation Service, 

CDC, Youth Organisations, Parish Councils etc. 

Police have had some success with Acceptable 

Behaviour Contracts and Anti-Social Behaviour 

Orders. Recruitment is quite good, but it is difficult 

to retain officers. New hi-tech ways are being found 

to deal with the huge increase in 999 cails (36%). 

New centres will handle non-emergency calls. 

There is little interest in Neighbourhood Watch. 

Discussion focussed on improving the already good 

liaison between Police and community, largely 

through communication. Shouldn't the Police office 
in the Market Place have regular opening hours? 

Could the office’s big windows be used as giant 

newsboards? Will officers talk to people more? 

RESURFACING THE MARKET PLACE 

PC were told this would be done 'next week’, but it 

will actually be done next year.

GLEANINGS FROM THE PAST - PARISH 
AND DEANERY MAGAZINES 
Come November we tum our thoughts to 
Remembrance Sunday which this year falls on the 
11". day, when at the 11". hour we gather round 
Deddington War Memorial to hear the names of 
those from our Parish who gave their lives in two 
World Wars and on the battlefields of Korea. 
But this year let us also remember how the Parish 
greeted her soldiers who returned from the War in 
South Africa ,1899 to 1902, in which the British lost 
5,774 killed and 22,829 wounded while the Boers 
lost about 4,000 killed. The Parish of Deddington, 
according to entries in the above magazines, records 
no deaths but rejoices in the homecoming of three 
parishioners - 
“A very hearty reception was accorded to Private 
J.H. Vincent (Reservist) of the Oxfordshire Light 
Infantry upon his return from the War on January 
14"., 1901. The horse of the conveyance he arrived 
in from the station was taken out to the entrance of 
the town, and he was drawn by his fellow townsmen 
through the streets to his home.” 
Another of our Deddington soldiers (Private D. 
Satchell) returned from the War on March 9". 1901 
and had a very hearty welcome accorded him, 
similar to that accorded to Private J. Vincent a few 
weeks before.” 
“W. Penn, the last of our soldiers, returned from 
South Africa on October 28". 1902. He was 
honoured by the Ringers with the bells, and by the 
playing of the Drum and Whistle Band.” 
“Thanksgiving Services for the blessings of peace 
were held in our three churches on Sunday June 8°. 
1902, and collections made on behalf of the 
Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Families Association. On the 
previous Monday, the day the glad news reached the 
Parish, the bells were rung, flags were hoisted, the 
school children had a_ half-holiday and other 
manifestations of joy were displayed.”

We were up to our thighs im mud and 
tried to make holes in the side of the trench to sleep.

I was somewhat annoyed with the contents of the (September) Parish Council Report published in the 
October DN. The report states that, “PC objected to 7 The Paddocks — new house in garden.” This, as 
I know many councillors are aware, is not the case. The Application is for land adjacent to 7, The 
Paddocks and is certainly not in my garden. This point was clarified once again with CDC and 
amended notices were sent out. Although I fully appreciate the support of the Parish Council 
concerning planning application for land adjacent to No. 7, I would request that an amendment is 
placed in the DN stating that the Planning Application applies not to the property of 7 The Paddocks 
but, in fact, to land adjacent to 7 The Paddocks. This is a point ! feel very strongly about. I’m sure 
you will appreciate I do not want neighbours pointing at me for something that I am completely 
opposed to myself. ‘

Meetings, merely a summary of their main points. See bottom of page 2. Ed.) 


IN ROAD (8) 
I am writing in support of Mrs. Williamson’s letter in your last issue, and in so doing to express my 
own view and that of many others. Many of us can remember that, after the sale of the Windmill 
School site and the setting up of the Windmill Centre and its facilities, the Parish Council had 
approximately £1.25 millions in hand, plus accrued interest. Now it appears, we have £552,000, so 
that means that £700,000 must have been spent. It is clear that with falling interest rates we will soon 
dip even more into capital if other expenses occur. A number of distinguished former Parish 
Councillors put much time and effort into providing what we have and putting Deddington into a solid 
financial position. I think that they, like me, would be concerned at the present low level of Parish 
funds. I would suggest we spend no more of the capital for three years and let the interest roll up, 
then spend more wisely. 
Finally, may I say say how nice it is that we won a Best Kept Village Award. It would have been nice 
to see Mr. Boss in the photograph in the local press. He works hard, weather permitting, at keeping 
the grass cut, and as we all know, with long grass Deddington would have won nothing.

Dog faeces may contaminate cuts or grazes sustained while children are at play 
and several types of infection can result. The most dangerous of these is tetanus which can be lethal in 
the unvaccinated. It is also possible to contract cellulitis. So may I appeal to dog owners to act 
responsibly when exercising their dogs in public places. Doing so will enable all parts of the 
community to enjoy life.

POSSSOHHOOESE 


THE WAY WE WERE Deddington 150 years ago by Buffy Heywood 


Deddington's ‘Pudding Pie Fair’ was always held in November and lasted, from memory, until 
about 20 years ago. It was so called because of the plum pudding baked in a hard crust of 
pastry made for the occasion. The following is a description of the one held in 1863 given in 
Jackson's Oxford Journal :- 

Pudding Pie Fair - Our winter fair, which was held on the 23rd instant, was of the usual quiet 
character and passed off without any remarkable incident. There was a fair supply of young 
horses, and we understand that, where they changed hands, tolerable prices were realised. 
There was the usual display of stalls, shooting galleries, a theatre, photographic establishment, 
etc., and all seemed to have a pretty good share of patronage. Altogether it was as good a 
fair as we have had for years, towards which a fine day no doubt mainly contributed.

ON THE FARM 


The grain crops for next year are now al! in the ground with some TAS 
45 acres of winter beans left to plough in at the start of November. 
The damp mild conditions of the last few weeks have got the crops off to a good start 
so we should have some good stands of wheat before winter sets in if we can keep the 
hoards of grey slugs at bay until we get some frost. The open autumn weather has kept 
the grass growing in the meadows and we have been able to finish all but 120 of the 
lambs. The best of these we shall run on to finish after Christmas, with the longer-keep 
lambs sold on for whatever we can get. The ewes have been sorted out and the 
numbers reduced. The rams will go out in the first week of November. With the first 
lambs being born at the start of April this is a month later than usual but as we could 
be short of winter feed and with the need to cut the production costs the ewes will not 
come in until 5 weeks before they lamb and should go out onto some good grass without 
the need for a lot of hand feeding. 

We have had a good season with the bees this year. The warm autumn has allowed 
them to forage on a good crop of tree ivy to build up their stocks of winter food and | 
have now put them to bed for the winter with a good supper of sugar syrup just to make 
sure they have enough food to see them through until next Spring. | have also given 
them a treatment for the dreaded Varroa mite. 

| started bee-keeping as an interesting hobby but with the ravages of Foot and Mouth 
and the savage decline in farming incomes they have become an important source of 
much-needed extra income. As tenant farmers, most of the farm diversification options 
that we hear so much about are not available to us and bee-keeping is one extra 
activity the landlord doesn't object to. It may be small beer to some but when the chips 
are down every little helps. It is one thing that the regulators have not regulated yet and 
can be expanded without quotas or a lot of expense. The down side is that the extra 
bees will need extra time to work so most, if not all, of my responsibilities away from 
the farm will have to be given up. GEORGE FENEMORE 338203.

DEDDINGTON HOUSING ASSOCIATION 
The Deddington Housing Association is a registered charity, run by a small committee of Deddington 
residents, responsible for the maintenance and administration of 4 cottages in Earls Lane known as The 
Holly Tree Cottages. The purpose of the charity which was established by a generous benefaction from 
Mrs Collin in 1969, is : “To carry on for the benefit of the community, the business of providing housing 
and any associated amenities for aged and/or disabled persons in necessitous circumstances within the 
Parish of Deddington upon terms appropriate to their needs.” The Committee maintains rent levels in 
keeping with this objective, often at below market rates. Properties and gardens are also maintained to a 
high standard of repair. 
Priority is always given to applicants who meet all the above conditions but if applicants are not forth- 
coming the Committee will select the candidate who is most suitable, having regard for the original 
objectives of the charity. This is necessary as, to allow any cottage to remain unoccupied would impact 
on the rents charged for the remaining cottages. 
The Committee is keen to receive applications from prospective tenants who meet the criteria shown 
above. While none of the cottages is available at present, if you wish to be considered for any future 
vancancies please contact the Secretary, Iain Gillespie, 3 Mill Close, Deddington, Tel: 01869 33836.
